Chinese Gordon. 


In connection with the many references 
to the centenary of the birth of General 
Gordon, it may be interesting to mention 
a further connection with Ireland. When 
undertaking the command of ‘ie ever- 
victorious Army in China, which subdued 
the Taeping Rebellion, Gordon brought 
with him his friend, Surgeon Major An- 
drew Moffitt as Medical Officer of his 
Army. He served throughout the cam- 
paign, on one occasion carrying his chief 
from the field of battle when he had been 
wounded and was unwilling to retire. 
Surgeon-Major Moffitt was born near 
Enniskillen, and was one of three brothers 
who qualified at the Royal College of 
Surgeons, Dublin. The youngest of these, 
Colonel! T. B. Moffitt, is the only sur- 
vivor of the family, and resides 
near Enniskillen. Surgeon-Major Moffitt 
married Miss Helen Gordon, the General 's 
youngest sister, and their son, Colone] F. 
W. Moffitt. D.S.O., served in Ireland as 
Staff Officer at the Curragh. before the war, 
and subsequently in command of the Essex 
Regiment in Kinsale and later at Carrick- 
fergus. Two of Surgeon-Major Mofhtt’s 
sisters married Methodist ministers well- 
known in Dublin, the late Rev. Robert 
S. Lee, and the late Rev. Alexander 


Fullerton, of Dalkey.

Cornelius Sheehan, who would not give 1:

EXCHANGE RATES. 


Additional good fortune has come to. 
South African winner of a £350,000 prize in 
the Irish Cesarewitch Sweepstake. The ticket 
bore the name of “ Gladys and Co., Johannes- 
burg,’ but as the claimant proved to be a 
single individual the auditors required con- 
siderable time to verify the statement that he 
was the sole party interested. They are now 
satisfied that the claim is correct. Éis 

As a result of the delay pending inquiries 
the claimant will now receive £9,400 more 
than if the prize money had been paid when 
the claim was first made. At that time the 
exchange rate of mail drafts for South Africa 
was £68 lls. 3d. for £100 sterling, whereas 
the rate when paid was £99 18s. 9d. 

This stroke of luck is due to the fact that 
in the interval South Africa abandoned the 
gold standard, and the value of the pound 
sterling now is virtually the same in both

It was decided to send Mr. Seamus O’Con- 
naill to the inter-university debate at 
Sheffield University, but ‘on Thureday last, 
the day on which he was to have travelled, 
Jt was avnounced that he was ill, and that 
Mr. Thomas Murray, of the English 
Litercry Society, would go in his stead. The 
motion for debate was: “‘that the modern 
university student has no real moral or social 
consciousness.’” Mr. Murray was to propose 
the rejection of the motion, and as secretary 
of Pro Fide, there is no doubt that he took 
great pleasure in doing so. 

Mention of Pro Fide reminds me that a 
commission has been set up to investigate 
the constitution ‘of the Society and to effect 
some changes therein. This is the fourth 
commission established in College since just 
before Christmas, ‘the others being the Elec- 
toral Commission of the L. and H., the 
Commission of. Three (which has now con- 
cluded its work), and the Finance Commis- 
sion of the Students’ Representative Council. 
These commissions. seem to have become quite 
the fashion in College this year, and when- 
ever one hears of a dispute the obvious 
remedy. immediately springs to the lips: ‘‘Set 
up a commission. The fashion was set, no 
doubt, by the Disciplinary Commission set 
up last year by the S.R.C., the memory of 
which has not yet died out in many circles.

ON THE CONTINENT. 


I was in the early years of the reign of 

Louis XIV. The Monarch had not yet 
thought of the splendours of Versailles; 
but brilliant already was the life of the 
Court at the Tuileries, and the Palace was 
being extended to make room for new 
splendours there. A new hall was wanted, 
for instanee, for those evenings of drama, 
music and ballet, in which Louis delighted. 

One who served the king in this matter 
of entertainment was Moliere, whose 
genius found its happiest expression in the 
series of comedies written for the Court, 
albeit Boileau censured his having 

“ Quitté pour le bowffon Pagreablé et le fin, 

Et sans houte a Térence allié Tabarin.” 

Another was the musician, Lully, then 
little over twenty years of age, who by good 
luck and his own powerful ambition 
had risen already from scullion in a 
gentleman’s house to leader of the king s 
band—not the old-established one known 
as ‘‘les vingt-quatre,’’ but '' les petit 
violons,’’ a crack band formed by Lully 
himself under royal favour. 

At these entertainments the greatest 
successes .naturally were won by those 
pieces in which comedy, music and 
spectacle were arrayed together, as was 
done in. “ Les Bourgeois Gentilhomme.”’ 
Here was brilliant comedy, ingeniously 
affording great opportunities for the 
musician and the ballet master. 

The scene changes to a time 250 years 
later. The arts look for patronage, not to 
monarchs, but to society, which commands

PROFESSOR SAINTSBURY. 
Professor George Saintsbury, the distin- 
uished literary critic, died on Saturday at 

fis home in Bath. He was 87. 

With his death, following closely on that 
of Mr. George Moore, another great Vic- 
torian figure is removed from the literary 
ecene. 

Professor Saintsbury was not merely a 
critic of almost fabulous erudition—he was 
reputed to have read more books than any 
living man—but he was notal'!e as a repre- 
sentative of literary Toryism and as an in- 
fluence upon younger writers. 

He was born at Southampton, and 
educated at King’s College S:hool, London, 
and Merton College, Oxford. His first pub- 
lished work was “A Primer of French 
Literature,” in 1880, and among his distinc- 
tions was that of being acknowledged as the 
greatest English authority on French litera- 


ture. 

For twenty years—-from 1895 to 1915— 
Professor Saintsbury held the Chair of 
Rhetoric and ‘English Literature at Edin- 
burgh University. 

Professor Saintsbury's encyclopedic know- 
ledge of books was rivalled by his knowledge 
of wine, and among the most popular of his 
works was his ‘Notes on a Cellar-Book,’’ 
published in 1920. 


MR. ARTHUR NEAL, 


The death occurred at Sheffield yesterday 
oi Mr. Arthur Neal, aged seventy, who for 
many years was prominent in the public life 
of that city, which he served in many 
capacities, 

aon 1918 to 1922 Mr. Neal sat as Coali- 
tion Liberal member for the Hillsborough 
Division of Sheffield, and during the greater 
part of that period was Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Transport. Before 
that he was for a time Parliamentary Private 
Secretary to the then Paymaster-General. He 
contested the Hillsborough Division again in 
1922, but was defeated by Mr. A. V. Alex- 
ander, who was First Lord of the Admiralty 
in the late Labour Government. 

Mr. Neal was President of the Sheffield 
Liberal Federation. A solicitor by profes- 
gion, he had been Chairman of the Sheffield 
Ihistrict Incorporated Law Society. For many 
vears he took an active part in the municipal 
aud commercial life of Sheffield. For a long 
period he was a member of the City Council, 
and was recently elected an Alderman. He 
was President of the Sheffield Chamber of 
Commerce, and for several years Chairman 
of the Board of Guirdians. Mr. Neal was 
greatly interested in athletics, and for some 
years was a director of the Sheffield United 
Football and Cricket Club. 


MAJOR ALEXANDER LAWSON. 

Major Alexander Lawson, Chairman of the 
Fast Fife Unionist Association, died suddenly 
on Saturday night, in his sevénty-first year. 
He played a prominent part in the negotia- 
tions which led to the selection of Mr.

GAELIC LEAGUE 
CRITICISED. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Sunday. 


At the annual Convention of the County 
Cork Board of the Gaelie Athletic Associa- 
tion in Cork to-day Mr. O'Shea moved in 
Irish, for the Youghal Football Association, 
that the proceedings of the next G.A.A. Con- 
vention be conducted solely im the Irish 
language. He said that thirty years’ ex- 
perience had taught him that they should 
hasten slowly in the matter. He suggested 
that some of their minor players shoufd be 
sent to the Gaeltacht for a month or two, so 
as to give them the cpportunity of learning 
Irish. Their interest in the language and in 
the:r games should be cne and the same, 

Mr. O'Donoghue, Dromtariff, who first 
spoke in Irish, went on to say in English 
that there were ardent supporters of the 
language revival movement who did not know 
the language. It was no use im dressing 
people up in a language unless they had its 
ideals as well. The country could be made 
Irish-speaking, but it might not be made 
Gaelic. There was no use m cloaking foreign 
ideas on the Irish language. 


CHAIRMAN’S SUGGESTION. 


Mr. Sean McCarthy (the chairman) said 
that it would be paying a tribute to the 
founders of the Gaelic Athletic Association if 
they conducted the proceedings always in the 
Irish languag:. He suggested that a special 
Convention be held next year of representa- 
tives of minor clubs, schools and colleges, and 
that the whole discussion be conducted in 
Irish, and a scheme evolved by which the 
language may be promoted throughout the 
country. 

The Gaelic League, the chairman continued, 
were domg very little as such to make 
the language movement popular with the 
people. They were not making an effort to 
do so, although they had taken upon them- 
selves the task of restoring it, and until they 
did something effective there was no use in 
attacking and criticising the G.A.A. because 
they were not organising matches for the 
Munster Shield, or something of that kind. 
The G.A.A. had always taken an active part 
in the Janguage movement, and had succeeded 
in popularising Gaelic games in the country, 
and in receiving for them the «pontaneous sup- 
port of the people. : 

After furthee discussion, the Chairman’s 
suggestion to hold a special convention next 
year, the proceedings at which will be entirely 
conducted in Irish, was agreed to.

They seemed excited, and she came to the 
conclusion that they also had seen the flame, 
and were talking about it. She did not know 
the girls. 

Next morning she saw O'Neill dead in the 
field, with the carcase of a cow a few yards 
away. 


SWAYING IN 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor, chief operation 
engineer, Electricity Supply Board, said 
that the flame would have heen caused 
by. the end. of the wire, which 
was thrown over the cable, making an earth. 
As the end of the wire was not burned, he 
could only conclude that the flashes were 
caused by the end of the wire coming into 
contact with the heifer, 

He could not understand how the person 
who threw the boot and wire a: 108g the cable 
escaped with their life. It was|a most dan- 

erous thing to do, and the only way it could 

e done was to let go both ends of the wire 
with the one operation, 

Guard Sweeney deposed to finding the 
body. At the spot, he said, there was a 
clothes line, with a boot attached to one end, 
across the electric cable, with the boot on the 
road side of the cable. The wire came down 
to within about 3) feet of the ground, and it 
was about four feet. from the nearest portion 
of the body, which was the feet. There was a 
breeze, which cauged the wire to swing to and 
tro. The wire was hanging about 18 feet from 
the wall on the public road. The wall was 
about eight feet high, and the gate of the 
field was locked. 

When the jury’s verdict was announced 
Mr. Counthan, solicitor for the Electricity 
Supply Board, said that, on behalf of the 
Board, he wished it to be made clear that 
no blame attached to them, as they had no 
control over such matters. ‘They extended 
their sincere sympathy to the relatives of the 
unfortunate young man. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN

NOT TO UNBALANCE THE 
BUDGET.

Mr. Neville Chamberlain referred in a 
speech at Birmingham on Saturday night 
to Mr. McKenna’s advocacy of controlled 
inflation. 

Mr. McKenna, he said, had the same 
remedy as the famous character of Dr. 
Sangrado in the novel “Gil Blas,” who 
bled his patients and made them drink 
hot water. If they died, that was because 
they had not bled enough and did not 
drink enough hot water. | 

“I think everybody will agree that the 
ultimate aim should be to re-establish a 
satisfactory national standard. We have 
made it abundantly clear that we are not 
going to trust ourselves again to the gold 
standard unless, and until, we are assured 
that it will work, and in order to be sure 
that it will work there has to be inter- 
national agreement as to the conditions 
under which it shall be worked.” 

Mr. Chamberlain said that he did not 
‘underrate the possibility of aiding a rise 
in prices by concerted international 
action, but it must be accompanied by 
united international action upon the 
economic, the political and financial 
factors which had helped to cause or to 
intensify the crisis, 

Mr. Chamberlain said that there was 
nobody more anxious to reduce taxation 
than he was, but, he added: “If I were 
deliberately to unbalance the Budget in 
order to reduce the income tax or to 
cheapen the cost of our national beverage, 
the consequences would very soon be felt 
In a way far more disagreeable to the tax- 
payer than even the continuance for a 
little longer of the burdens which press 
upon us so hardly.’

ENGLISH NEWSPAPER’S

invisible resources of emigrant remittances 
and investment income are at their lowest for 
decades. On the top of this Mr. de Valera 
proposed to embark on the complete economic 
reorganisation of the country. 

An island in climate lavishly 
cattle-raising and- dairy farming, and in 
situation placed beside the world’s greatest 
market for those - products; is to be 
forcibly converted into a self-support- 
ing industrial and _ agricultural State.

IRISH MILITARY TEAM’S 
SUCCESSES. 


The Irish team on the opening day of 
the Berlin Horse Show on Friday last 
had three horses placed in the Prize of 
the Agricultural Week—Limerick Lace 
(Commandant O’Dwyer),. Slievenamon 
(Captain Corry), and Turoe (Captain 
Corry). All jumped clear rounds. There 
were 113 competitors, : ' 

The second day Limerick Lace won the 
Erlenhof Prize, while Slievenamon, 
Ireland’s Own (Captain, Aherne), Blarney 
Castle (Captain Aherne), and Sarsfield 
(Commandant O’ Dwyer) were also placed. 
There were 200.entrants for the two 
sections of this competition. 

Five nations are competing—Czecho- 
slovakia, Germany, Holland, Ireland and 
Norway. 

Yesterday (Sunday), says Reuter’s 
Correspondent in Berlin, Captain Aherne, 
on Blarney Castle, was second in the first 
heat of the field-jumping competition for 
the great prize of the Republic. The 
maximum time allowed, which proved too 
short for many competitors, was ninety 
seconds for eleven obstacles. In a field of 
sixty-six only three were entirely without 
errors, Captain Aherne’s time was 77.2 
seconds. The first and third were G. 
Lange, on Lady Pride, 74.4 seconds, and 
Miss von Opel (Nanuk), 89.2 seconds. 
These three will compete in the final 
agaiwst the best three of the second heat. 

The Irish team made a fine display, and 
won special ‘applause in the picturesque 
poze oí the mations, which was held 
efore the jumping. They marched in 
front. with the Dutch and Norwegian 
teams, which also consisted of three men 
each. 

Of forty-six horses competing in the 
second heat only six horses, including 
Ireland's Own, ridden by Captain D. J. 
Corry, came in without errors. 

In the final Frau von Opel and Herr 
von Sydow tied for the first place, with 
three errors, while Lieutenant Momm was 
third. Captain Aherne, on Blarney Castle, 
was sixth, and Captain Corry ninth. The 
final took place on a more difficult course, 
and many of the horses refused: to take 
the obstacles. Only four came in without 
errors. 

The obstacles were then made more diffi- 
cult still, the wall being raised to as much 


| as five feet, and the tie was run off amid 


great excitement in the crowded house, of 
which all seats had been sold out days 
beforehand.

There are several forms of proportional 
representation, but no other system con- 
fers so much freedom and power upon the 
elector as the Irish system does. This 
system was first applied in Ireland under 
the provisions of the Jlg: Corporation 
Act, a private measure promoted in 1918 
by Sligo. The Government of Ireland Act 
of 1920 provided for its use in Parlia- 
mentary elections. After the Treaty, both 
parts of Ireland were free to rejec* it. 
Northern Ireland abolished it, but the 
Irish Free State, after comparing many 
constitutions, decided to adopt it as part 
of its own electoral laws. 

The present election 
illustrations of the freedom that the 
system confers upon the electors.

. History and the Spade. 


To-day the science of archeology is 
being prosecuted with unprecedented per- 
severance and success. Almost every day 
the spade pushes our knowledge of history 
another century—or, it may be, another 
millennium—backwards. The discoveries 
at Ur and Kish not so long ago proved 
that the dawn of civilisation lay not in 
Egypt, as earlier historians had supposed, 
but in Mesopotamia. Now scholars are 
searching for the beginnings of that 
Sumerian culture, and their eyes are cast 
upon Persia. Professor Herzfeld has 
found a neolithic village to the north of 
Persepolis, which he dates at 4,000 B.C., 
and the whole of Persia is being 
examined with all the scrupulous care of 
archeologists. Six expeditions, says Mr. 
Arthur Upham Pope, in The Times, have 
been at work there, and three more will 
begin operations shortly. In all proba- 
bility their activities will confirm the 
hypothesis of Sir Arthur Keith, which 
has been borne out by Professor Herzfeld’s 
discoveries—that Persian soil holds the 
evidences of the first settled habitations 
which mark t'.e emergence of civilised man. 
The finds thus far made have been rich 
and varied. Large quantities of pottery 
reveal asuccession of cultures dating from 
the fourth millennium before Christ, and 
so well preserved are the remains of houses 
that it is possible to reconstruct the life 
of those remote times with surprising 
vividness. Virtually every ‘‘find,’’ here 
as elsewhere, demonstrates the truth of 
the Old Testament history. Professor John 
Garstang, working on the fascinating field 
of Jericho, has discovered tablets that 
put the story of its siege by Joshua beyond 
all reasonable doubt. Thus the very arts 
and sciences which furnished the scepti- 
cism of the Victorians with their strongest 
weapons against faith are turned upon 
themselves, 


Trilingual Films. 


The European film. companies have 
begun to organise their resistance to the 
magnates of Hollywood. Some months 
ago an English corporation, Gaumont- 
British, combined with the German Ufa 
for the production of trilingual films, of 
which four have been produced already. 
There are three sets of actors—one for the 
German, one for the French, and one for 
the English version. As soon as a “ shot ” 
has been taken in German, the French 
actors take the place of the Germans, and 
the same “ shot ” is taken in French. 
Then the English actors have their turn. 
The advantage of this scheme is its re- 
markable cheapness. One “ set ” is used 
for all three productions, and there is a 
great saving in time. On the other hand, 
it has its drawbacks. The system is 
inclined to rigidity, and it is difficult to 
obtain scenarios that will appeal equally 
to the German, French and English minds. 
An incident that will be harmless to the 
Englishman may provoke a German 
audience, in the country’s present state of 
tension, to throw things at the screen or to 
begin a faction fight. Yet the advantages 
definitely out-weigh the disadvantages, and 
a strong impetus has been given to 
European film production by the combina- 
tion of labour. It is, indeed, high time 
that the film interests on this side of the 
Atlantic should assert themselves. 
Germany and, if report is true, the Soviet 
Union have a film industry in the wide 
sense of the word, and the popularity of 
their work is limited virtually to their own 
confines, Until the European companies 
are organised as fully as the average

THE LORD MAYOR’S HOPE. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin said last 
night im reference to the success of the

By such means we could induce the 
people in the Northern counties to come 
in, and it is not a duty of any of us to 
embarrass Mr. de Valera in any efforts 
that he may make to bring about an earlr 
settlement with Great Britain, 


THE BIG PROBLEM. 


I sincerely hope the President will be 
able to make such a settlement imme-

This is Mr. Fear’s version of what hap- 
pened :—‘ There was a scene. I objected to 
Mayhew taking a call in costume last night. 
T had worked like a Trojan in this show, and 
L had missed the first night—and I felt that 
for Mayhew to take a call last night was un- 
— meone apparently told the boy that

That was a lie, of course. People said 
to me, *Let him take a call,’ and I said, ‘If 
you pu’ it like that certainly—let him come 
on.”

Then I was told that if I turned up 
there would be trouble, I said to myself : 
All “right; I won't go near the Coliseum.’ 
I sent off telegrams to members of the caste.

} “Then I got a message saying that the 
stage manager, the company and the audience 
all wishag me to be there. So.I went along. 
The audience called for me—and, after all, J 
had sung the part. nearly one hundred and 
seventy times, so that it was really fair and 
just that I should be there with the rest of 
the company for the finale. ! 
I did not speak to Arthur Fear first. 
Naturally { Was feeling excited and rather 
npset, aud he upset everybody and every- 
thing.

“IT cannot remember now whether anvone 
struck a blow, but the whole thing was an 
awful blow to me. The whole thing is a 
terrible shock to me—his being so unfriendly. 
We had shared the part, both had had our 
successes, and I thought that it would te

WHAT MISS LOHR SAID. 


‘“‘Tt was a very unpleasant affair,” Miss 
Marie Lohr told a reporter yesterday.

‘I 
thought that it was such a ghastly sort of 
ending—the sort of ending I had never 
witnessed before, and I habe Y shall never see 
again, 

“I rushed in “between them, and they 
took about seven curtains, while I held them 
as far apart as I could.

FREEZING. 


RIVERS BLOCKED 


BY ICE. 


SOLID PETROL IN 
“SUNNY SPAIN,” 


UROPE was still in the grip of frost 
during the week-end, and reports 

from Beuters correspondents indicate 
that, even with an immediate thaw. 
will be some days before normal conditions 
are resumed on the waterways linking 
commercial centres. Not since the creat 
frost of 1893 has river traffic been so com- 
pletely stopped in France as a consequence 
of rivers being frozen over. ‘fhe Loiro 
was frozen solid from bank to bank í 
twenty miles above Orleans, the rouch 
surface looking extraordinarily like a 
glacier. Dynamite was employed to re- 
move this natural barrage and avert floods. 
Barges on the Saone were caught in the 
grip of solid ice. Even on the Seine un 
masses of ice floated through Paris 
unused branches of the river were frozen 
across. Navigation between Paris and 
Rouen had to be suspended. 


PETROL FROZEN. 


The whole-of Spain is suffering from a 
degree of cold unknown in the country. 
Motor cars crossing the Sierra, near 
Madrid, found they were unable to r 
plenish their supplies of petrol, as the 
cold had frozen the petrol inside the 
pumps. Even Castellon, which had not 
known a snowstorm for forty years, has 
now had one. 

Snow is so deep in Leon that postmen 
have been provided with sleighs and skis 
to enable them to make their daily round. 


SHIPS ICEBOUND. 


Seven ships are ice bound in the eastern 
part of the Arctic Ocean, 

They are Soviet steamers, which were 
carrying household and. hunting equip 
ment to the inhabitants of the far north. 
They mariaged to unigad six thousand :tons 
of their cargoes of tenrthousand tons before 
the frost set in. 

The ships are in constant wireless com 
munication with nidirnland stations. They 
state that they have ‘sfifficient stocks of 
food, medicine and. fuel to carry them 
through the remainder of the winter. 


GERMAN GAIETY. | 

Ice festivals, including dancing an: 
concerts, are being held in Germany, 
several arms of the, Rhine are complete! 
frezen over, and frost has beaten the ice 
breakers on the canals connecting t' 
Rhineland and Westphalian industr 
districts with the Rhine. Coal and genera! 
freight boats are frozen in. 

Drifting blocks of ice have caused a 
suspension of shipping on the Rhine. 
Near the famous Loreley Rock ice has 
collected and piled up in enormous masses 
rendering the waterway quite impassab!e. 
Several steamboats are set fast. All the 


“river docks are packed with boats, waiting 


for the “all clear” signal of the river 
authorities. 

The River Moselle is frozen over in 
some parts, and in others the drift 
has piled up many feet high. 7 

If the frost continues, the Rhine w 
probably freeze over as it did in 1922, 
when at some places traffic crossed over 
on the ice. Weather conditions are hard 
likely to become so severe, however, as ti 
were in the winter of 1794-95, That 
winter’s frost is remembered because | 
resulted in the cavalry of the French 
Army being able to surround and capture 
the Dutch Fleet, then ice-bound off the 
Island of Texel.

Supposing, for instance, that No.1 and No. 2 
of B's team found on the day of the match 
that they could not, for business or other 
reasons, trayel, but would be free to play at 
home in the evening, their committee could 
not play them, and so their services would 
be lost to their club. | 

The matter is, I know, being very seriously
